Nine  of  the  cases  cf  diphtheria  were  aged  over  15  years.  Three 
ca^'es  had  been  immu.nised,  ■ 


43  of.  the  cases  of  sca^rlet  fever  occurred  in  the  Gs^tley  Ward 
during  rho  mo.nths  of  July,  August  and  September,  mainly  among  children 
at  Hawthorn  Hoad  School.  A child  with  ear  dischourge  was  found,  which' 
d.ls charge  contained  haemolytic  streptococci  type  ..L,  but  the  history  did 
not  suggest  tnat  he  omginated  the  epidemic  which  was  pe.rt  of  a general 
increase  of  scarlet  fever  in  the  o,rea.  In  investig8,ting  these  cases 
one  V(/as  svruck  by  the  frequency  of  the  history  of  sore  t^hroa^t  among 
contacts,  these  cases  of  sore  throat  preceding  the  case  of  scarlet  fev

I set  out  herewith  the  statement  of  work  done  during  the  above 

years. 

The  work  of  refuse  and  salvage  management  was  carried  out  until 
Pay  194-2,  when  a separate  department  was  set  up  to  deal  v/ith  the  matter 
in  its  entirety,  being  under  the  management  of  e.-  new  designated  officer. 

In  194-1  an  a.@reed  scheme  for  meat  inspection  at  the  Ministry  of 
Food’s  slau^ter  house  in  Stockport,  which  Y(/as  used  for  the  .slaughter 
of  animals  for  food  for  distribution  in  this  area  and  adioining  areas 
was  commenced,  this  remained  in  operpution  until  early  19^2,  when  the 
district’s  meat  allocation  was  transferred  to  the  i-nnchester  ...abattoirs.
